WHEREAS, the code of the Town of Clinton, Chapter 32, Section 7, prohibits consumption of
alcoholic beverages in, on, or upon any public street, or land owned or occupied by any federal, state,
county, or municipal government, or as further explained in the Section 32-7 A through D; and

WHEREAS, alcoholic beverages may be consumed at occasions or events held by bona fide
nonprofit organizations or other groups if specifically permitted by resolution of the Mayor and Council.

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the Mayor and Council of the Town of Clinton
that BYO (Bring Your Own) consumption of alcoholic beverages shall be permitted at the Hunts Mill
Park during the Town of Clinton Yuletide Bonfire Winter Festival to be held January 29, 2022 beginning
at 6:00 pm. A snow date has been added in case of inclement weather, Saturday, February 12, 2022.

WHEREAS, on March 24, 2015, the Mayor and Council of the Town of Clinton adopted Ordinance 15-1,
which amended Chapter 142 of the General Ordinances of the Town of Clinton by creating procedures for
applying for and receiving approval for water reservations; and

WHEREAS, the Town has received Water Reservation Application # L21-09, dated December 16, 2021,
submitted in the name of Beta Land Management, LLC/The Clinton House, (Town of Clinton, Block 6, Lot
27, Tax Map Page 2); and
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WHEREAS, on January 14, 2022, the Town’s Water Consulting Engineer, Suburban Consulting
Engineers, informed the Town of Clinton Water Committee of their recommendation of approval of the
afore-mentioned application which proposes improvements to the existing property to include a 180
additional seats to the existing restaurant; and

WHEREAS, on January 19, 2022, the Town’s Water Committee held their monthly meeting in which they
have reviewed the application; and

WHEREAS, as the Town’s Water Committee is satisfied with the information outlined by Suburban
Consulting Engineers, the application is deemed complete, to which they have granted a final approval and
have imposed the conditions listed in Suburban Consulting Engineers January 14, 2022 letter.

NOW, THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, that in accordance with Chapter 142, Section 1, Sub-section

WHEREAS, on March 24, 2015, the Mayor and Council of the Town of Clinton adopted Ordinance 15-1,
which amended Chapter 142 of the General Ordinances of the Town of Clinton by creating procedures for
applying for and receiving approval for water reservations; and

WHEREAS, the Town has received Water Reservation Application # L21-08, dated October 18, 2021,
submitted in the name of CRC Communities at Headley Farm Estate (Township of Clinton, Block 46, Lots
33 & 33.01, Tax Map Page 9) for “Phase 1 of their proposed project; and

WHEREAS, on January 14, 2022, the Town’s Water Consulting Engineer, Suburban Consulting
Engineers, informed the Town of Clinton Water Committee of their recommendation of approval of the
afore-mentioned application which proposes Phase 1 development of 130 apartments, including 20
affordable housing units in this inclusionary development project; and

WHEREAS, on January 19, 2022, the Town’s Water Committee held their monthly meeting in which they
have reviewed the application; and

WHEREAS, as the Town’s Water Committee is satisfied with the information outlined by Suburban
Consulting Engineers, the application is deemed complete;

WHEREAS, Suburban Consulting Engineers noted a mathematical error in the application; however, the
Water Committee recommended the application be approved subject to the conditions listed in Suburban
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Consulting Engineers January 14, 2022 letter and the applicant submitting a revised application correcting
the error; and

WHEREAS, the applicant submitted a revised application correcting the mathematical error on January
19, 2022, which was reviewed and accepted by Suburban Consulting Engineers; and

WHEREAS, by letter dated December 6, 2021, counsel for the Township of Clinton requested that this
allocation be transferred to the Township to be held in trust for allocation consistent with the Township’s
affordable housing plan.

NOW, THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, that in accordance with Chapter 142, Section 1, Sub-section
J(3) of the Town’s Ordinances, the Mayor and Council hereby approves Water Reservation Application #
L21-08 in the amount of 19,670 GPD.

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, the allocation shall be held in trust by the Township of Clinton to be
distributed in accordance with the Township’s affordable housing plan.

Councilman Traphagen

Historic Commission — named Rosemarie Platt as Chair and newly appointed member, Holly Lione as
Vice Chair.

Board of Health — Free Rabies Clinic was held Saturday, January 22, 2022 from 8:00 a.m. to 11:00 a.m.
in the municipal barn. 258 pets were given shots and the process went smoothly! Patrons stayed in their
cars and Dr. Phil Roerig, assisted by his wife, Dr. Laura Roerig, were phenomenal! Thank you to
Business Administrator Phelan for devising an on-line pre-registration form and to all the volunteers who
helped out on that frigid morning!

Councilman Bruno has been reaching out to different agencies to set up a COVID testing site in Town
and has provided information and a proposal from Urgent Care to Chief Kubinak and Council for review.
Hope to report back at the next meeting.

Shade Tree will be applying for Community Tree Recovery program to replace many of the trees lost due
to Hurricane Sandy and other insect species. Municipalities can request up to 1,000 seedlings and Mr.
Bruno will consult with the Shade Tree Commission to determine which type of trees to request.
Applications must be applied for by February 17, 2022.

Denise Birmingham has expressed an interest in the Commission as well as Kim Stentz. Ms. Stentz was
appointed to the commission at re-organization in January and the Commission will discuss reorganizing
the membership numbers to accommodate additional members.

School Board — the unofficial results from the special school election for the rehabilitation of the
playground held yesterday, January 25, 2022 are YES — 298; NO — 149; 3 unknown?!

Water Committee — last July the State of New Jersey imposed a mandate to municipalities to eliminate
LEAD service lines within 10 years. Good news! The Town of Clinton does not have any LEAD lines.
Bad news is that the State also defines lead pipes as galvanized pipes and will need to be replaced. A
minimum of 7% of the pipes will be replaced every year. Suburban Consulting will submit a service
inventory to the State by July 22, 2022. There is a link on the Town website, clintonnj.gov

under public works listed under the Government tab, left side where you will find a 64 page explanation
of the process. Noatifications will be going to all Town of Clinton water customers by February 22, 2022

Councilman Perloff

Economic Development Committee — Councilman Humphrey is Acting Chair and thank you to member
Elizabeth Halpin for retrieving a ton of information and for providing the report as to revitalizing Main
Street and the sustainability report. The Committee is reaching out to the County and to other
communities to discuss how they promote their downtown districts.
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Newsletter Committee — submissions have been received from the Recreation Committee, the High

attend to discuss re-alignment, the structure of the committee, fund raising, how the committee is funded
and establishing by laws.

Fun activities are being planned for Spring! Kristina Tuxhorn suggested an egg hunt during the Easter
holiday season. Ms. Johnson suggested the committee talk with the Clinton Guild as they have held egg
hunts in the past and suggested collaborating with them.

The Yuletide Bonfire may be postponed until February 12 due to weather predictions of snow and high
winds. Once again the matter of insurance coverage is an issue. Mayor Kovach explained past issues and
explained that vendors do have problems getting umbrella coverage. Going forward, work with the non
profits for the year and join together with other non profits. The not for profit status was established at
the end of 2021. We have waived the umbrella policy in years past. Let’s look at cost for a one year
policy going forward.

Mr. Humphrey asked what has taken place in the past? Councilman Perloff said a ballpark cost was
provided to the vendor and Rec Committee did speak with insurance providers in Town and researched
the potential of the umbrella policy. Mr. Humphrey asked when was the agreement decided with this
vendor? A report should be provided to council as to the vendors and the discussions with committees for
all information regarding insurance and protection to the town. Mr. Perloff said this process needs to be
addressed. Councilwoman Johnson echoed Mr. Humphrey’s suggestions.

Councilman Perloff stated the following: "I request a motion to accept the insurance provided “as
presented”, by the Horse and Carriage Vendor (hereafter “Katka Farms” or “the Vendor”) for the Town
of Clinton Yuletide Winter Festival Bonfire (hereafter “Bonfire”) being held on Saturday January 29th,
2022 or subsequent snow date of February 12th, 2022, and waive any additional Tier A Category
requirement as set forth in the Tiered Town of Clinton Insurance Requirements and published on July 21,
2020."
